I would like to congratulate the class of °94. You have made your mark on the Faculty and, on behalf of my 
colleagues, I would like to wish you great success in the years ahead. As you graduate, and go on to article, I 
hope you will reflect on the link between you and your Faculty. The link is indelible and irreversible -- for we 
have shared an intense intellectual and life experience. 


The Faculty is a place made up of people. We all have a responsibility to see that it carries on so that it will 
be able to give others the great advantages and opportunities it has given us. 


Just as your successes and accomplishments will enhance the reputation of the Faculty, so too will the future 
success of the Faculty enhance your reputation. I hope you will continue to be concerned about this place and 
that you will spare some time - not now, but some time in the future - to give something back. The Faculty needs 
its graduates and friends as it has never needed them before. 


Our very survival is at issue. We narrowly escaped the fate of Dentistry this year, and we must look ahead to 
the calls for consolidation and elimination of duplicate faculties in the Province. We have to be ready to fight 
that fight.

On that basis 
we say that in the teaching aspect of the academic function, the Law Faculty passes any test of academic excellence.” 


Professor Trevor Anderson, Q.C., a former Dean of Law at the University of Manitoba, and former member 
of this Faculty, also wrote to the President. He said: 


**I do hope that it is truly understood in the University of Alberta and generally in the Province how important 
is the work of the Faculty and the contributions its members have made, and are making, to Alberta itself. The 
first measure of that, of course, is to be found in the qualities and services of your graduates (in the practising 
profession, government service, business, teaching, and in the courts) and the deservedly high reputation of your 


degree as a commendation of new graduates.” 


I hope that as you go forth you will feel pride in our Faculty and uphold the high standards of generations of 


past graduates.

March 12, 1994 


Good evening honoured guests, fellow graduates, ladies and gentlemen. 


Fellow grads, tonight is our night to allow ourselves to feel proud of what we have accomplished. 
It’s a night of celebrating the friendships we’ve made and a night of recognizing that life for all 
of us is about to change. 


I feel in this room tonight the same thing I’ve felt at certain moments in the past three years - an 
electricity, an excitement, a sense of purpose and being alive. Our class is one of those rare classes 
whose spirit awakened immediately and has carried through our law school experience. 


We began our three years with enthusiasm - jumping out of planes - winning every hockey tour- 
nament - and getting involved in law school groups and functions in ways that will change the face 
of U of A law school forever. It is our enthusiasm and our spirit that will live on. . . 


But our strength as a class was also in our diversity - every time I strike up a conversation with 
someone in law school about their background I am constantly in awe: I encountered a person 
working three jobs and raising a family of four - and a person who has spent several years building 
a lucrative consulting business - I also learned from an intelligent and sensitive philosopher who 
wore the costume of a railway worker. My eyes were opened by an aboriginal visionary whose 
uniform used to be that of an RCMP. I even met a guy who claimed he was an Olympic boxer 
- but I didn’t buy that one - he seemed a little on the wimpy side . . . All of the individuals making 
up the class of ’94 held different ideas, viewpoints and expectations - yet somehow the mixture 
enabled us to learn, grow, form enduring friendships, and foster a spirit of unity of diversity. 


Our class thrived on debate with the continued growth of groups like the Women’s Law Forum, 
the Union of Progressive Lawyers and the Laissez-Faire Club. Members of our class also founded 
the Aboriginal Law Students’ Association, which is rapidly growing to occupy a well-deserved place 
on the stage of legal debate. We didn’t always agree, but I think the atmosphere of unity and com- 
raderie remained - and allowed us to recognize that the world is made up of people with a different 
point of view who feel just as strongly as we do. The key, I believe we are learning, is tolerance 
and respect. 


To give just one example of what we have learned from each other in our diversity, let me take 
you back to a memory of the classroom: you’re sitting there, taking notes like the professional 
stenographer that you’ve become, when out of nowhere relevant comes a question on an aboriginal 
issue from our beloved Mr. Brad Enge. While we were enjoying the respite of setting down our 
pens - I hope we heard what he was saying. I remember one occasion which says it all: someone 
had just finished saying ‘‘these lands in Alberta have always been Crown owned therefore the leases 
which . . .””> When Brad simply interrupted: ‘‘Not always, sir.” 


I hope that each of us takes away from our law school experience some sense of understanding 
of positions other than our own, and that we have all learned greater tolerance and respect for 
the views of others. Samuel T. Coleridge said: “‘legal studies sharpen, indeed, but like a grinding 
stone narrow whilst the sharpen” - this may be true of the books and cases and commentaries 
but I believe that those of us who chose to open our minds in law school to the other side of an 
issue or to the viewpoint of one of our fellow classmates have reaped the benefits of a broader, 
rounded education 


We feel that the circumstances of our lives are a reason to complain, or else we feel that they are 
a reason to give thanks. And neither of those two feelings is primarily a function of how much 
or little we have. Both are primarily a matter of attitude. If we are not grateful for little, it is 
doubtful that we would be grateful for much. In fact, whether we have much or little depends 
how we look at it. I hope that what memories we will hold on to from our time at law school will 
be positive ones. And that when sometimes our future seems out of control that we will realize 
that one thing we can control is our attitude - and a positive attitude can make a difference. 


Tonight, each and every one of us must feel proud of what we have accomplished. We all faced 
different obstacles in our paths to graduation - and each one of us rose to the challenge and made 
it. Life is filled with tests of self, and law school was a series of these tests. 


At some point, I’m sure many of us asked ourselves “‘what am I doing here?” - and some may 
even have comtemplated leaving. I know I did - many times - in fact, the first time was during 
orientation (I guess I peaked early??) Many more temptations to toss in the towel likely came around 
stressful exam times or worse, while doing the dreaded scan up and down the marks postings. 


But somehow we overcame these doubts in ourselves most of us with the help of family and friends 
- but in the end we alone met the challenge - and that is why we are sitting here at graduation. 
Tonight we celebrate the fact that we made it - we passed the biggest test of law school - the test 
of self. The success which we all share and must all allow ourselves to take pride in is our success 


of self. 


Eric Liddell, an Olympic track and field medalist said it best: “‘where does the power come from 
to see the race to its end? It comes from within.’ Within each of us is that power - and as we 
go on to face our lives outside the doors of the law school, we take this with us: the knowledge 
that we have the power within us to see the race to its end. 


Because we have attended law school, I believe that this entails responsibilities whether we go on 
to practice law or not. Responsibilities like ethics, service, and honesty. Over the past three years 
we have spoken of ideals and perhaps pledged ourselves to those ideals. Life will be filled with 
tests of moral and ethical courage. Benjamin Cardozo wrote: “‘the heroic hours of life do not an- 
nounce their presence by drum and trumpet, challenging us to be true to ourselves . . . Some little 
unassuming, unobtrusive choice presents itself before us slyly and craftily, glib and insinuating, 
in the modest garb of innocence. To yield to its blandishments is so easy . . . then it is that you 
will be summoned to show the courage . . . of adventurous youth.”” On every choice, no matter 
how insignificant it may seem, may we continue to follow our ideals. Ideals are unattainable for 
a reason - they are meant to guide us and remind us that there is always more to be done. In es- 
sence, be true to yourselves. A wise man once said “‘for what is a man profited if he gains the 
whole world and loses or forfeits himself.’? (Luke 9:25) 


As our chapter of law school closes I look back upon the friendships that we have formed. I feel 
fortunate to have been able to share a part of the lives of the students of the class of 94. When 
we look back years down the road, we may not remember the Rule in Shelley’s Case, but we will 
remember the people who shared these three years with us. Without a doubt, I know I could not 
have made it through without my friends. All those shared notes and cans, and all those long hours 
studying together may have saved our respective GPAs, but it was more than this, it was the trips 
to Java Jive, the sharing of the ambiance of the common room, and, yes, the tossing back of a 
few beverages at a FABS that sealed our bonds of friendship. 


We must keep our doors open to each other and do whatever we can for those of us who are still 
seeking articles. We must remember our alma mater and stand up for U of A law school - because 
it is the people who make the school, and without us, there is no U of A. Let’s use our class of 
°94 spirit to help each other out there, and let’s not forget our alma mater. Above all, I hope we 
continue to believe in ourselves and continue to stand up for our ideals and what is just. 


I wish all the grads happiness and peace in their lives, and may you always remember your days 
at U of A with a smile. I’ll miss the class of ’94 - I know now that this is it - we’ll never be together 
like this again, and that tonight’s celebration also means goodbye. But as long as we as individuals 
continue to strive for what we believe in - the spirit of the class of °94 will live on. 

Baron de Coubertin, father of the modern Olympics said: “‘the most important thing . . . is not 
to win but to take part, just as the most important thing in life is not the triumph but the struggle. 


The essential thing is not to have conquered but to have fought well.” 


All I can say is: Fellow grads, Pll see you in court!!!
